“To distribute or sell” is
defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR 152.3.

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to the company’s website on your label, then please be
aware that the website becomes labeling under the Federal Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide
Act and is subject to review by the Agency. If the website is false or misleading, the product
would be misbranded and unlawful to sell or distribute under FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(E). 40
CFR 156.10(a)(5) list examples of statements EPA may consider false or misleading. In addition,
regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims made on the
website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration process.
Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention that a website contains false
or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the EPA approved registration,
the website will be referred to the EPA’s Office of Enforcement and Compliance.

Your release for shipment of the product constitutes acceptance of these conditions. If these

1. Terrestrial Crops: Alfalfa grown for seed, Brassica (Cole) leafy vegetables CG 5, Bushberry CSG 13-07B(except Cranberry),
Caneberry CSG 13-07A, Cereal grains CG 15/16, Citrus fruit CG 10-10, Cotton, Cucurbit vegetables CG 9, Fruiting vegetables
CG 08-10, Hop, Leafy vegetables CG 4, Legume vegetables CG 6/7, Low growing berry CSG 13-07G (except Cranberry),
Non-grass animal feed (Alfalfa and Clover Only), Peanut, Pome fruit CG 11-10, Prickly pear/cactus pear, Root vegetables
CSG 1B, Small fruit vine climbing CSG 13-07F, Tree nut CG 14-12, Stone Fruit CG12-12, Taro Leaves, Tobacco, Tuberous

Triple rinse or pressure rinse container (or equivalent) promptly after
emptying. Triple rinse as follows: Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix tank and drain for 10 seconds after
the flow begins to drip. Fill the container 1/4 full with water and recap. Shake for 10 seconds. Pour rinsate into application equipment or
a mix tank or store rinsate for later use or disposal. Drain for 10 seconds after the flow begins to drip. Repeat this procedure two more
times.

Pressure rinse as follows: Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix tank and continue to drain for 10 seconds
after the flow begins to drip. Hold container upside down over application equipment or mix tank or collect rinsate for later use or
disposal. Insert pressure rinsing nozzle in the side of the container, and rinse at about 40 PSI for at least 30 seconds. Drain for 10
seconds after the flow begins to drip.

Once container is rinsed, offer for recycling if available or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill.

Rigid Non-refillable containers that are too large to shake (i.e., with capacities greater than 5 gallons or 50 Ibs)

Non-refillable container. Do not reuse or refill this container. After emptying product from container, either return container to Bayer
CropScience per instructions from Bayer CropScience Customer Service Center (1-800-527-4781), or rinse and either recycle or
dispose of the container as follows:

Bottom Discharge IBC (e.g. — Schuetz Caged IBC or Snyder Square Stackable)

Pressure rinsing the container before final disposal is the responsibility of the person disposing of the container. To pressure rinse the
container before final disposal, empty the remaining contents from the IBC into manufacturing equipment. Raise the bottom of the IBC
by 1.5 inches on the side which is opposite of the bottom discharge valve to promote more complete product removal. Completely
remove the top lid of the IBC. Use water pressurized to at least 40 PSI to rinse all interior portions. Continuously pump or drain rinsate
into manufacturing equipment. Continue pressure rinsing for 2 minutes or until rinsate becomes clear. Replace the lid and close bottom
valve.

Top Discharge IBC, Drums, Kegs (e.g.— Snyder 120 Next Gen, Bonar B120, Drums, and Kegs)

Triple rinsing the container before final disposal is the responsibility of the person disposing of the container. To triple rinse the
container before final disposal, empty the remaining contents from this container into manufacturing equipment. Fill the container at
least 10 percent full with water. Agitate vigorously or recirculate water with the pump for 2 minutes. Rinse all interior surfaces. Pour or
pump rinsate into manufacturing equipment. Repeat this procedure two more times.

Once container is rinsed, offer for recycling if available or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by incineration.

[Dilutable Manufacturing Use Products in Non-Refillable Metal Containers]

Nonrefillable container. Do not reuse or refill this container. After emptying product from container, either return container to Bayer
CropScience per instructions from Bayer CropScience Customer Service Center (1-800-527-4781), or rinse and either recycle or
dispose of the container as follows:

Any dilutable pesticides in containers too large to shake (larger than 5 gallons or 50 pounds)

Triple Rinse as follows: Empty remaining contents into manufacturing equipment. Fill the container V4 full with water. Replace and
tighten closures. Tip container on its side and roll it back and forth, ensuring at least one complete revolution, for 30 seconds. Stand
the container on its end and tip it back and forth several times. Turn the container over onto its other end and tip it back and forth
several times. Empty the rinsate into manufacturing equipment or store rinsate for later use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two
more times.




Once container is rinsed, offer for recycling if available or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by incineration.

[Dilutable Manufacturing Use Products in Non-Refillable Metal Containers with Inner Plastic Bag]

Nonrefillable container. Do not reuse or refill inner plastic bag or outer steel can. Inner Plastic Bag: Completely empty plastic bag
into application equipment. Then offer for recycling if available or dispose of empty bag in a sanitary landfill or by incineration, or, if
allowed by State and local authorities, by burning. If burned, stay out of smoke. Outer Steel Can: Offer for recycling if available or
reconditioning if appropriate, or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by other procedures approved by State and local
authorities.

Cleaning before refilling is
the responsibility of the refiller. To triple rinse the containers before final disposal, empty the remaining contents from this container into
manufacturing equipment.
